Hall of Fame Prepares 
For Springtime Opening; 
Museum Work Continues 


A Weyerhaeuser Foundation grant for 
$2,500 will help open the International Canoe 
Racing Hall of Fame next spring. 

Grayling Chamber of Commerce director 
Terry Wright said the money will be used to 
pay for painting the building, inside clean- 
ing and other work, and possibly some 
frames for pictures. 

The $2,500 grant has been approved by the 
Weyerhaeuser Foundation and the county 
historical society should receive the money 
by early October, Wright said. The Craw- 
ford County. Historical Society will manage 
both the canoe racers Hall of Fame and the 
county museum. The canoe racing Hall of 
Fame is located in the former Grayling 
Township Hall next to the Grayling depot, 
which houses the county museum. 

A Camp Lehman work crew has almost 
finished painting the Hall of Fame building. 
Earlier a Camp Lehman crew built a ramp 
to the building to provide access for persons 
in wheelchairs. 

Wright said they hope to have the Hall of 
Fame building open by spring. 

Museum director Robert Ruddy said reno- 
vation work continues at the depot. The 
Lions Club helped the historical society 
build a new stairway and eight other or- 
ganizations are renovating rooms in the 
second story of the 1882 building. 

The Rotary Club, the American Business 


Womens Association, the Grayling Pro- 
motional Association, the Grayling Business 
and Professional Women, a_ group * of 
veterans from Camp Grayling and the 
American Legion, a group of local doctors, a 
group from the Crawford AuSable School 
District, and Fred Bear along with Bear 
Archery will have displays in one or more 
rooms. In addition, a group of DNR em- 
ployees are cleaning and repairing the 
caboose in front of the museum. 


“We are very pleased with the progress 
we’ve made this year,” said Ruddy, looking 
back on the first year in the Grayling depot. 
“‘We’ve got a lot more things we want to do 
but we’re pleased in how far we’ve come 
along. The support by the community dur- 
ing this first year has just been tremendous. 
Everyone pitched in.”’ 

The Grayling Depot recently was added to 
the state Register of Historic Sites by the 
Michigan Historical Commission. 

Ruddy said the designation will attract 
more visitors to the museum. Currently the 
historical society is looking for an area 
business or individual to donate money to 
buy the official sign to place outside the 
depot proclaiming it a historic site. The his- 
torical society is also checking into placing 
signs along I-75 informing travelers of the 
historic site in Grayling. 
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Federal Funds Drop 


State Funas SBoister 


State transportation funds totalling about — 


$163,000 will be given to the Crawford Coun- 
ty Transportation Authority for 1986-87. 

David Frederick, director of the Dial-A- 
Ride system, said the $163,000 represents a 
slight decrease in state funds from 1985-86. 

“The state is trying to hold their level of 
funding,” said Frederick. ‘‘It’s the federal 
level of funding that is diminishing.”’ 

The 1986-87 budget for Dial-A-Ride re- 
quires $420,000 in revenues to operate the 
service. 

The state’s $163,000 represents about 39 
percent of the revenues needed. Federal 
funds amount to about $53,250 or 13 percent 
of the total. 

A county-wide millage will bring in about 
$137,518 in revenues and farebox revenues 
are estimated at $65,000. These local 
revenues account for about 48 percent of the 
revenues. 

“The federal funding has dropped from 
$90,000 two years ago to $53,250 for 1986-87,” 
said Frederic. “‘Two years ago, the federal 
funds amounted to 25 percent of the 
revenues. It’s dropped to 18 percent and now 
about 15 percent.” 

“Tf the federal levels stabilize somewhere 
around 15 percent, the system can survive

for a long time,” he said. “If the federal 
revenues continue to go down, we’ll have to 
take a hard look at the system.” 

Frederick said if federal revenues aap 
too far, the system could look at cutting ser- 
vices te reduce expenses or increase fares to 
take in more money. 

The three major expenses in the 1986-87 
budget which starts October 1 and runs to 
Sept. 30, 1987, are wages, fuel, and parts and 
repairs. Wages and benefits for 21 em- 
ployees will cost about $280,000 for 1986-87. 

The Crawford Dial-A-Ride system is con- 
sidered one of the best in the state based on 
its high ridership numbers. The system 
carries more than 120,000 persons in a year, 
one of the highest amounts in the state 
despite being located in a rural area. 

‘We carried the equivalent of every man, 
woman, and child in this county 12 times last 
year,”’ said Frederick. 

The state department transportation 
funds come from gas and weight taxes and 
from sales taxes on automotive-related 
products. In addition to operating funds, the 
state also grants capital funds to transpor- 
tation systems. Last year the state bought 
Crawford County three new buses worth a 
total of $100,000. 


Law Requires Commissioner 
Position To Be Filled 


Michigan law requires the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners to fill a 
vacant commissioner position within 30 
days or a Special election must be held. 

The commissioners must fill a position 
left open by the death of Crawford County 
Commissioner Andie Neilson on Saturday, 
Sept. 13. 

Even with a regular election scheduled for 
November, the commissioners are man- 
dated to fill the position within 30 days of 
Sept. 13 or a special election will be held, 
said Mary Harland, chairwoman of the 
county board. 

To: fill the position without holding a 
special meeting, the commissioners will 
have to appoint someone at their Thursday, 
September 25, meeting. Their next regular- 
ly scheduled meeting on Tuesday, October 
14, is beyond the 30-day limit. 

Harland said she doesn’t like the idea of 
the county board choosing the representa-

tive for the district 3 area, but she doesn’t 
like the idea of spending money for a special 
election to fill a three-month term. 
‘““We’re between a rock and a hard place 
on this one,”’ she said, 
if the commissioners appoint someone for 


‘the position, the person will serve the 


remainder of the term which expires 
December 31, 1986. Even if a special election 
is held to fill the position, the winner will 
only serve until the term expires Dec. 31. 
Two candidates will be on the November 
ballot seeking a new two-year term for the 
district 3 commissioner position. Republi- 
can Earl Haight won a primary race to win 
a spot on the ballot. Democrat Ed Holtcamp 
will appear on the ballot replacing Andie 
Neilson. Holtcamp was selected by the 
Crawford County Democrat party last week 
to be placed on the November ballot. 
District 3 covers all of Beaver Creek and 
most of the east side of South Branch.

The Crawford County Historical Museum 
may have to add a Hollywood wing soon af- 
ter discovering a Grayling native, Norman 
McLeod, who directed more than 200 films. 

McLeod, born in Grayling about 91 years 
ago on September 20, 1895, directed some of 
the biggest stars in Hollywood during his 
career — Bob Hope, Dorothy Lamour, Bing 
Crosby, Hedy Lamarr, the Marx brothers, 
W.C. Fields, Danny Kaye, Charles Ruggles, 
and Cary Grant. 

Among the comedy films he produced 
were ‘“‘The Secret Life of Walter Mitty,” 
with Danny Kaye, ‘Road to Rio,”’ with Hope 
and Crosby, ‘‘Pennies from Heaven,” with 
Crosby, “My Favourite Spy,” with Cary 
Grant, “It’s a Gift,” with W.C. Fields, and 
“Monkey Business,” with the Marx 
brothers. Other films he produced were 
“Take A Chance,” “The Miracle Man,” 
“Topper’’, ‘‘Horsefeathers,” “If 1 Had a 
Million’, ‘‘Panama Hattie,” “Kid from 
Brooklyn,” ‘‘Never Wave at a Wac,” “‘Alice 
in Wonderland,” and ‘‘Paleface.” 

Norman McLeod was the younger son of 
Mattie (McGee) McLeod and William 
McLeod, a Presbyterian minister. William 
McLeod was the minister of the Congrega- 
tional Church in Grayling while Bonar 
McLeod was born in 1894 and Norman in 
1895, 

It is not known how much of his childhood 
was spent in Grayling. His father eventually 
became minister in E] Paso, Texas, and 
retired from that position to live in Seattle, 
Washington. Norman attended the Univer- 
sity of Washington and earned bachelor and 
master degrees in Science there. He also 
won a U.S. Collegiate lightweight boxing 
championship during his college days, and 
one beok jokingly remarked this may have 
been one reason he received a chance to 
direct the Marx brothers early in his career. 
“The idea of assigning him (Norman 


McLeod) to ‘‘Monkey Business” ... could 
only have been, in light of the Marxes’ un- 
professional attitude toward cooperation, 
with a malicious eye on his boxing experien- 
ce,’ says Joe Adamson in the book 
“Groucho, Harpo, Chico, and Sometimes 
Zeppo, A Celebration of the Marx 
Brothers.” 

McLeod earned the distinction of being 
the only director to last through more than 
one film with the famous Marx brothers. 
McLeod directed ‘‘Monkey Business’’ and 
‘‘Horsefeathers.” 

McLeod married Evelyn “Bunny” Ward, 
a Kansas City social figure, in 1926. They 
lived in Los Angeles until his death in 1964. 

McLeod broke into Hollywood by way of 
World War I. While serving with Canada’s 
Royal Flying Corps, McLeod met Jack Mc- 
Dermott, a film director who later brought 
McLeod to Hollywood as his assistant. When 
their association ended, Mcleod began 
drawing cartoon illustrations for subtitles 
for the silent Christie Comedies. He became 
one of the best at drawing the funny car- 
toons on the subtitles during the next hine 
years. 

The first film he directed was ‘‘Taking A 
Chance.” In addition to the more than 200 
films he directed, he also wrote a script that 
was turned into the movie “Skippy,” 
starring Jackie Cooper. 

Even before McLeod went to Hollywood, 
he was making news. While at the Univer- 
sity of Washington, the following newspaper 
story was written about him in 1917: 

‘““Young Mr. Norman McLeod, university 
Student, wanted to smash German peri- 
scopes for Uncle Sam. But he had legs like a 
flamingo and weighed six pounds under 
standard, despite his height - six feet. They 
called him ‘‘Lank” on the campus. He has, 
however, demonstrated that red tape en- 
tanglements like barbed wire, must fall

For 
a Christian the first verse in 
the Bible says it all, ‘In the 
beginning God created the 
heaven and the earth.”

Second Firearm and/or Archery Deer 
License Available For 1986 Season 


Lansing — A new law 
{P.A. 63 of 1986), passed by 
the Michigan Legislature 
and signed by Governor 
James J. Blanchard in 
March, 1986, permits deer 
hunters to purchase a second 
firearm deer and/or second 
archery deer license for the 
1986 Season. 

Only deer with antlers ex- 
tending not less than three 
inches above the skull may 
be taken with this second 
deer license. 

The second archery deer 
license will be valid ONLY in 
the Lower Feninswia during 
the regular archery deer 
season, October 1 - Novem- 
ber 14 and December 1 - Jan- 


DNR Report 


Lots of rain and wind 
during the past week has 
limited outdoor activity. 
Rivers are high from the 
rains and the woods are wet, 
making any ventures into 
them a soggy experience. 

Little fishing activity is 
reported along the west 
shore of the district because 
of the inclement weather. 
Salmon are appearing in 
many district streams and 
rivers. 

Salmon fishing in Lake 
Huron off Rogers City is re- 
ported good to very good, 
with fish being taken in 70 
feet of water at.40 feet, when 
the weather permits. Fisher- 
men are also doing weil on 
Salmon in Thunder Bay off 
Alpena. Some steelhead are 
being taken at the Ninth 
Street bridge in Alpena. 

The fall hunting seasons 
have begun. Firearm bear 
hunting began in this district 
last Friday, and runs 
through Wednesday. So far, 
10 bear have been checked at 
the Atlanta Station, and two 
at Indian River. 

Grouse hunters are re- 
porting fair success with 
heavy foliage somewhat 
limiting effort and success. 
Woodcutters are reporting 
flushing lots of woodcock in 
the Indian River area. 

The fall colors are also 
arriving; Color is at about 
30% in the Gaylord area, 
with similar proportions 
throughout the district. The 
reds of Maples are particu- 
larly vivid this fall so far. 
The next couple of weeks will 
see the colors increase to 
their peak; they are 
changing so quickly that the 
landscape changes every 
day. 

Many people are reported 
viewing elk in the east Ot- 
sego/west Montmorency 
county areas. Lots of deer 
are being seen in the Pigeon 
River Country by sightseers, 
also. Four bears were spot- 
ted on the Sturgeon Valley 
Road east of Vanderbilt, 
crossing in a leisurely fash- 
ion a couple of weeks ago. 
With the weather as it has 
been, wildlife viewing and 
color touring have been the 
most comfortable and re- 
warding outdoor activity.

Keeping Healthy 


Excessive Sweating 


For 20 million Americans 
sweating is more than simply 
annoying. For them, persist- 
ent, excessive sweating— 
known as hyperhidrosis— 
often causes physical dis- 
comfort or pain and severe 
embarrassment. 

The human body contains 
two types of sweat glands: the 
apocrine and the eccrine. 
The apocrine glands are larg- 
est and most active in the 
underarms, but also occur in 
the groin, anus, and nipples. 
Apocrine sweat, a sticky 
milky substance, is sterile and 
odorless and serves no useful 
physiological purpose. Per- 
spiration odor is caused by 
the bacterial changes of 
apocrine sweat in a warm, 
moist environment, such as 
the underarms. 

It is the eccrine glands 
which serve the vital function 
of regulating body tempera- 
ture. Three million eccrine 
glands cover the entire body, 
except for the lips and some 
of the genitalia. Eccrine sweat 
is clear, sterile, and generally 
odorless, and contains mostly 
water, It is produced normal- 
ly in amounts ranging from 
negligible to about a quart 
daily. For the hyperhidrosis 
sufferer, however, the amount 
increases to 12 to 24 quarts 
in a 24-hour period.

Revenue from the sale of 
these second deer licenses is 
earmarked for the State’s 
Game and Fish Fund, which 
provides primarily for 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources fish, wildlife, and 
law enforcement programs. 

Hunting license dealers, 
DNR Regional, District, and 
Field Offices and DNR Infor- 
mation Services Center in 
Lansing/517-373-1220, will 
sell the second deer license. 
The second deer license is 
exactly the same, in physical 
appearance, as a hunter’s 
first deer license. 

First and second firearm 
deer license holders must 
possess a valid kill tag in 
their own name during the 
firearm deer season when 
afield with a centerfire rifle, 


arrow. 

DNR wildlife managers 
expect to see an increase in 
the amount of deer hunting 
recreation, primarily in 
southern Lower Michigan 
and during the muzzleload- 
ing season with the sale of 
this second deer license.

WHAT STOPPED Sen. Cropsey’s quest 
was a combination of things, all related to 
the senator and his record to date. 

One was the political opposition of a 
large number of delegates to the 
nominating convention, who saw Sen. 
Cropsey as way too conservative and way 
too committed to the Christian fundamen- 
talist movement. Former Gov. Milliken, 
for one, although not a delegate, voiced 
considerable reservation about Mr. Crop- 
sey appearing on the state GOP ticket. 

Another factor was Sen. Cropsey’s lack 
of legal experience, especially courtroom 
experience, 

A third was the fact that he had been a 
candidate earlier in August in the race for 
two nominations for state appeals court 
judge in his district ~ and had run far out 
of the money in a large field and in an elec- 
tion where his name recognition should 
have been helpful. He was literally a 
defeated politician — and a very recently 
and very badly defeated politician. 

IN ADDITION, there was some indica- 
tion that Mr. Lucas was having second 
thoughts about his selection of Mr. Crop- 
sey as a ticketmate.

All of these factors entered into the Crop- 
sey picture at the time he withdrew from 
the race. 

No, the press didn’t stop Mr. Cropsey. In 
effect, he stopped himself. But he had to 
blame somebody or something for what 
happened, and the Free Press was handy 
at the time.

Governor To Ask For More 
Life Sentences Without Parole 


Warren M. Hoyt, Exec. Dir. MPA 


Governor James Blanchard has said he 
will ask the the Legislature to extend life 
sentences without the possibility of parole 
to certain crimes that ‘shock the public 
conscience,” 

Under existing Michigan law, those full 
life sentences are applied only to persons 
convicted of first degree murder, large 
sales of dangerous drugs and injury by ex- 
plosives. 


“When an adult inflicts a cruel and dis- 

abling injury intentionally upon an inno- 
cent person, the conscience of the com- 
munity is shocked,” Blanchard said. 

“We feel, instinctively, that our justice 
system must keep that criminal locked 
away to protect the rest of the com- 
munity,” he added. 

Under the governor’s plan, juries would 
have the option to request a full life sen- 


tence for individuals convicted of certain 


heinous crimes, including child torture, 
forcible sexual assault with serious injury, 
placing an explosive with intent to injure 
or kill resulting in death, kidnapping with 
intent to extort mongy or a political objec- 
tive, and killing a police officer or correc- 
tional officers acting in the line of duty. 


Currently, persons sentenced to life for 
other, felonies become eligible for parole 
after 10 years. 

Meanwhile, Senate Corrections Com- 
mijtee Chairman Jack Welborn (R-Kala- 
mazoo) expressed concern that the gover- 


-nor is delaying substantive action by pre- 
_senting yet another repetitive report. 


“T congratulate the governor for recog- 
nizing that there is indeed a problem in 
corrections. His attention should be placed 
on passing the Senate’s legislation and 
eliminating the Corrections Commission to 
make it more accountable to his adminis- 
tration,’’ Welborn said. 

He cited several bills passed by the 
Senate as part of a ‘“‘safe streets” package, 
including new mandatory minimum sen- 
tences, taxing illegal controlled sub- 
stances and providing tax breaks for 
businesses employing minors.

(Commission) through reconciliation hearings 
held annually or every 18 months. During 
these hearings, the costs of the programs are 
reviewed for appropriateness and prudency, 

Mindful of its obligation to consider the 
rights and interest of all ratepayers, the Mich- 
igan Public Service Commission issued an 
Order and Notice of Hearing on September 9, 
1985, to investigate, review and evaluate the 
MRCS Program and ZIP through a generic 
hearing.

The healthy and abundant 
populations of white tailed 
deer, elk, turkeys and many 
other species we see today 
didn’t just happen. They are 
the result of scientific wild- 
life management, habitat 
improvement and land 
acquisition paid for by 
sportsmen. 

By the early 1900’s, ex- 
panding civilization and 
commercial exploitation had 
caused a drastic decline in 
many wildlife species. 
Recognizing the threat, 
sportsmen supported laws to 
protect wildlife. License fees 
and special excise taxes on 
their equipment to furnish 
funds for enforcing those 
laws, for habitat acquisition 
and other conservation 
measures were also support- 
ed. Through these license 
fees and special taxes, 
America’s sportsmen and 
women contribute well over 
$500 million dollars a year. 

This money is used for pur- 
chase of refuges, wetlands, 
and other hunting lands as 
well as equipment and per- 
sonnel to manage the land 
and enforce the laws. Thou- 
sands of acres of land known 
as ‘State Game Areas’ lo- 
cated in southern lower 
Michigan were purchased 
with hunting license monies.

The Tall Timber

I suspect there is presently 
a lot of speculation around 
and about the area concern- 
ing what kind of winter we 
can expect. Some feople use 
the wooly caterpillar to fore- 
cast the coming winter, 


others go by the absence or 
abundance of various wild 


fruits, and still others take 
what comes. 


Back around 1900 there 
was the goosebone method 
that some people swore by. 
At Thanksgiving time grand- 
ma would cook a freshly 
killed goose. When the goose 
was carved into pieces for 


serving care was taken not — 


to damage the breastbone. 
After all the meat and fat 
was removed the breastbone 
was put on a shelf to dry out. 
During this drying period the 
whole family kept an eye out 
for any changes in color- 
ation. 

If the bone turned blue, 
purple or black it was sure to 
be a cold winter. If the bone 
was a dark color all over, 
look out for a bad winter. On 
the other hand if the bone 


remained light colored the 
winter would be mild. Purple 
tips on the bone was a sign of 
a cold spring. If a blue color 
branched in lines out toward 
the edges of the bone it was 
supposed to be mild or open 
weather until January first. 
What was all this based 
upon? The reason the bone 
turned dark was because the 
goose had absorbed more oil 
which was a_ protection 
against the cold. The darker 


the bone became the more. 


oil it had absorbed which in- 
dicated a tough winter.

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Petoskey Outlasts Grayling 19-12 


Grayling missed its first 
win of the season Friday in 
Petoskey by a couple of 
fourth down plays losing 19- 
12 in overtime. 

The Vikings jumped to a 6- 
0 lead in the first quarter af- 
ter Steve Lehti recovered a 
fumble on the Petoskey 20. 
Grayling moved the ball to 
the one-yard where they had 
a fumble on a hand-off. The 
Viking center, Jayson Wel- 
ser, recovered the fumble in 
the end zone to give Grayling 
six points. 

On the extra-kick attempt, 
a snap from center went high 
and Grayling tried to throw 


into the end zone but was 
stopped. 

In the second quarter, a 
halfback pass from Jeff 
Palmer to Wayne Casler 
went for 40 yards to the 
Petoskey 15. Todd Klinger 
threw 9 yards to Jason 
McEvers to reach the four 
yard line. Jeff Wolcott 
finally plunged over from 
the one for the touchdown. 

Grayling’s —_ extra-points 
pass attempt went incom- 
plete. 

The Vikings led 12-0 into 
the third quarter when a 
snap on a punt was fumbled 
and Petoskey recovered on 


the Grayling 35. On a fourth 
and four, Grayling appeared 
to have a runner stopped 
when he bounced ouiside and 
went 30 yards for a score. 
The defensive middle of the 
line for Grayling blocked the 
extra point. 

In the fourth quarter, with 
only four minutes to go, 
Petoskey again broke a long 
gain on a fourth and long 
down. The long run moved 
the ball to the four yard line 
and Petoskey scored to tie 
the game 12-12. Again the 
Vikings blocked the extra- 
point kick. 

In the overtime Petoskey 


scored on the first play and 
kicked for a 19-12 lead. 

Grayling ran on the first 
down and gained four yards. 
On the second play, the quar- 
terback was in the shotgun 
formation and the ball was 
snapped over his head. 
Grayling lost about ten 
yards. On the third play, the 
Viking quarterback was 
sacked and fumbled to end 
the game. 

Jim Laurent, Tom Shively, 
and Wolcott led Grayling 
with 8 tackles each. Flaskie 
Robins and Scott VanDeVen 
had 7 each. Lehti and 
McEvers also had good 
defensive games, head 
coach Bill Klinger said. 


Robins, Palmer, Klinger, 
and Wolcott each had an in- 
terception and Bubba Niel- 
son recovered a fumble. 


Wolcott gained 61 yards to 
lead Grayling. Kevin Kamph 
had 13, Palmer 9, and 
Shively 2. McEvers caught 
three passes for 36 yards and 
Casler one for 40 yards. 


Grayling rushed for 78 
yards and threw for 76 for a 
total of 154 yards. Petoskey 
gained 184 yards total, 153 
rushing and 31 passing. The 
Vikings had 20 first downs to 
17 for Petoskey.

Retirement 


Each day about one thou- 
sand persons become sixty- 
five years of age. For many 
of them, this used to mean 
automatic retirement froma 
lifetime of productive work. 

In 1978, federal legislation 
was enacted to end this dis- 
criminating practice. 
Retirement does not neces- 
sarily mean the end of a pro- 
ductive life. Indeed for 
some, who have planned and 
prepared for their retire- 
ment years and still possess 
good health, it opens the door 
to a new period of living. 
Today more people are 
showing interest in returning 
to the labor force on a part- 
time basis. 

Retirement still comes to 
many people when they are 
at the peak of their produc- 


_ tivity. The occupations that 


seem most prone to retain 
older people are the pro- 
fessions, clerical work, 
farming crafts, and main- 
tenance housekeeping and 
babysitting. 

Reactions to fixed retire- 
ment policies vary and are 
largely dependent upon how 
effectively other company 
policies have paved the way 
and helped prepare the 
worker for the adjustments 
that must be made. 

Health is probably the 
most common reason for 
people to retire. The 
majority of persons over six- 
ty-five give health as their 
reason for withdrawing from 
the labor force. Sometimes 
specific health problems 


“force early retirement, but 


many times the older person 
just lacks the energy re- 
serves to keep up the needed 
pace, » 

More and more persons 
are taking advantage of 
early retirement peroga- 
tives even though they must 
accept a decrease in Social 
Security or company retire- 
ment benefits. 

Early retirement is en- 
couraged by those who feel 
places must be made for the 
younger members of the 
work force. They feel that 
with rapid . technology 
changes and the trend 
toward automation, younger 
people should be given the 


opportunity. 
It is true that these two 
factors, technological 


change and automation, do 
eliminate some jobs, forcing 
older people into an earlier 
retirement. But to believe 
that the old must he 
sacrificed to the young is a 
grave mistake, both socially 
and economically. At one 
time a person worked until 
death. A few still work until 
the end of life but most work, 
retire, and then enter a

An occasional application 
of a cleaner wax, such as 
those used on kitchen ap- 
pliances, will help coat the 
surface and protect it from 
staining. 

Though plastic laminated 
countertops are durable, 
they can be damaged. Avoid 
cutting items directly on the 
countertops — always use a 
cutting board. Avoid ham- 


mering heavy items on the 
countertop — you could 
gouge it. 

The melamine plastic sur- 
face can withstand brief ex- 
posure to low heat, up to 275 
degrees F, but higher tem- 
peratures can soften and 
burn if. Pans that come 
directly from the oven or off 
the range burners should be 
put on an insulated hot pad, 
never set directly on the 
counter. 

The pastic surface will 
resist most stains, but some 
fruit drinks, food dyes, tea 
and coffee will stain quickly. 
Wipe up a spill at once and 
sponge with water. If that 
doesn’t remove the stain, use 
a mild, all-purpose house- 
hold cleaner full strength 
and scrub the spot with a soft 
bristle brush. Rinse 
thoroughly. 

The indelible inks in mark- 
ing pens or some food price 
labels can stain the counter. 
Use the all-purpose cleaner 
full strength and let it sit a 
minute to draw out the stain. 
Blot with a damp cloth until 
the stain is lifted. Rinse 
thoroughly.
